Death of War ren S. Stone 


East Liverpool, home of the National Bi ol herhood of Opera­ 
tive Potters, and Wellsville, a sister city whose scores of railroad 
workers learned to know and love their chief, today joined with 
union labor and leaders in the business world who recognized his 
sterling qualities, in mourning the death of W arren S. Stone* of 
Cleveland president of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and head of its vast system of tru st companies. 
Overwork in directing' tho financial enterprises of this great 
organization i3f men who sit at the throttle of tho locomotive 
caused tho death of Mr. Stone, who won nation-wide reputation as 
a railroad labor leader and a hanking genius. He died in Cleveland 
yesterday afternoon after a general breakdown caused by Bright’s 
discase which set in many months ago. 
Although Go years old, the railroad brotherhood chieftain had 
more v i t a l i t y , vim and pep than the man of 30 or 35. 
He was on 
the job from 5 a. rn. until G p. rn. six days a week, and his office 
door was never closed to a caller notwithstanding his many ard­ 
uous duties. • 
Ile became grand chief of the engineers after 20 years in the 
cab of a I comotive. 
He was elected to Succeed the late Peter M. 
A rthur on April l l , 1903, re-elected in 1904 and chosen president 
of the brotherhood in 1924, four years after he launched the B. of 
L. E. National bank of Cleveland. 
East Liveipool labor and capital had an opportunity to meet 
the railroad union chieftain at the annual meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce in 1924. when he was the speaker. And he imbedded 
himself in their affections by his amiability as well as his ability. 
A friend of presidents, senators, governors and others in pub­ 
lic life, W arren S. Stone wielded tremendous influence in the en­ 
actment of legislation for the benefit of labor. 
And he preached 
th rift and home ownership among his-people and urged law ob­ 
servance and the Golden Rule. 
America and labor ar a whole lose a great leader in the death 
of W arren S. Stone.

An American naturalist of w id e travel and observation r e f e r s 
to a park in one of the industrial cities of the middle west as “the 
finest American park I have ever seen.” 
He is not thinking of 
great natural reservations such as the Yellowstone or the national 
parks of the Rockies and Adirordarks, but of comparatively small 
local parks created by communities for their own recreation. 
And what are the particular features of the park referred to? 
First, that it was beautiful in its natural state; and, second, that 
the city had the good sc*nse to leave it as Nature made it, adding* 
only such drives, walks, bridges and other improvements as were 
necessary to enable people to get about in it. 
As a result, there stands at the edge of one of the smokiest, 
dirtiest, noisiest cities in America, what the naturalist calls 
a 
paradise in a grimy metropolis, an Eden amid tile smokestacks, a 
bird-land, flower-land, heaven-land where artificiality has not in­ 
truded and where Nature rules with man’s wise and understanding 
counsel and protection.” 
It is aplace tilled with trees, birds, flowers and streams, a 
park used alike by the wild life appropriate to it and by mankind, 
neither interfering with tho other. 
Thoro is a fine ideal for any 
community to follow in its park making, whatever may bt the 
natural advantages offered.

Transportation progress wns registered in the flight of an 
English aviator I.urn Croydon to Zurich, 500 miles, in a "baby air­ 
plane.” 
His plane has a 27 horse-power engine, about the power 
of our small American automobiles, and gets about the same mile­ 
age from its fuel—20 miles a gallon. In its weight, 1,350 pounds. 
it is under our baby autos. It is only a little longer than our ground 
cars, with a wing spread of 29 feet, 
its speed, 82 miles an hour, 
outruns that of any but our highest-powered motor ears. 
The chief element of interest is the expense. The operating 
cost for the 500 miles flight was $11.50 for gasoline anti oil. That 
contrasts favorably with the first-class fare of $29 for the same 
journey on a railway or boat, even though it takes no account of 
investment and depreciation. And it should be observed that gas­ 
oline and oil in Europe are far higher than here. 
In America, that plane rn gilt have made its 500-mile flight 
at a fuel-and-oil cost cif a1 out $G. 
At that rate, a lot of us can 
soon afford to fly. 
And there is no reason why small planes for 
one or two passengers, of the "glider” type, should not do consid­ 
erably better.

Transportation progress was registered in the flight of an 
English aviator from Croyden to Zurich, 500 miles, in a “baby air­ 
plane.” 
His plane has a 27 horse-power engine, about tho power 
of our small American automobiles, and gets about the same mile­ 
age from its fuel—20 milos a gallon. In its weight, 1,350 pounds, 
it is under our baby autos. It is only a little longer titan our ground 
cars, with a wing spread of 29 feet. 
Its speed, 82 miles an hour, 
outruns that of any but our highest-powered motor ears. 
The chief element of interest is the expense. 
The operating 
cost for the 500 miles flight was $11.50 for gasoline and oil. That 
contrasts favorably with the first-class fare of $29 for the same 
journey on a railway or boat, even though it takes no account of 
investment and depreciation. 
And it should he observed that gas­ 
oline and oil in Europe are far 'nigher than here. 
In America, that plane might have made its 500-mile Hight 
at a fuel-and-oil cost of at oui $G. 
At that rate, a lot of us can 
soon afford to fly. 
And there i; no reason why small planes for 
one or two passengers, of the “glider” type, should not do consid­ 
erably better.
